Comparisons with May 1937 are affected by the 
fall of Whitsun, the Coronation and the London bus 
strike last year. The total value of sales per selling 
day last month was 6-1 per cent. lower than in May 
1937, when an increase of 13:2 per cent. from May 
1936 was recorded. All seven districts showed de- 
clines. Daily sales of food and perishables were 3°9 
per cent. smaller, while those of other merchandise 
fell by 8:3 per cent. For the first four months of 
the trading year total sales showed an increase of 
0°8 per cent. from the corresponding period of 1937. 
The index number for last month was 126, as against 
132 for April. Stocks at the end of May were valued 
at 13 per cent. more than a year earlier. Employ- 
ment was 1°8 per cent. greater.

RETAIL TRADE IN MAY 
COMPARISON OF 1938 WITH 1937 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England” there is given 
on page 878 a table showing the relation of sales in 
May 1938 to sales in the corresponding period of 1937. 
Index numberst showing the relation of certain sales 
in May 1938 to average daily sales in 1933 are given in 
a further table. 


Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of May 1938 with those at the same date in 
1937. A smaller number of concerns supply this infor- 
mation; the collaborating co-operative societies in par- 
ticular do not report stocks at present, nor do they all 
report employment. 


A fact which should always be borne in mind in 
considering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty

of securing adequate representation of the smaller indi- 
vidual retailer. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH 
INDIVIDUAL STATISTICS 


Metuop or ADJUSTING NON-COMPARABLE FIGURES 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a varietyt of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have there- 
fore to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1937 and 1938 comparable when com- 
bined into district or other totals. Almost all contri- 
butors now report regularly the number of days on 
which selling took place in their shops during the 
period to which their figures relate. On each return, 
therefore, the 1937 sales are corrected, where neces- 
sary, by the appropriate amount to make them com- 
parable with 1988, so far as length of period is 
concerned. Corrections for differences in length of 
period in the two months under review were necessary 
on most of the schedules received, owing to the Whit-

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suntide holiday, which fell in May in 1937 and in June 
in 19388. 


TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED or CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to the trade of branches or de- 
partments which have been established for a year at 
least and which were therefore actually in operation 
in the two months for which the return is made. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing as 
a general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating re- 
sults and which possibly reflect transfers of trade from 
established to newly-opened concerns. Once the new 
branch or department can report its own sales not only 
for the month in the current year, but also for the 
same month a year earlier, the percentage movements 
recorded should not be seriously affected, but as the 
first comparisons will be with a period of expanding 
sales the published statistics will have a favourable 
bias. 


SALES 
COMPARISON WITH 12 Montus Ear.ier 


Any comparison of sales in May 1938 with those in 
May 1937 must be treated with some caution, bearing 
in mind the incidence of public holidays for Whitsun- 
tide and the Coronation, as well as the effect of the 
bus strike in the London area in the earlier period. So 
far as the Whitsuntide holiday is concerned, the effect 
of the difference in date will be reversed in the June 
sales. The total value of sales per selling day in May 
1938 was 6:1 per cent. below the corresponding figure 
for May 1937, when an increase of 18:2 per cent. from 
May 1936 was recorded. A decline was evident in all 
seven districts, being least (4°8 per cent.) in the South 
of England and greatest (8°6 per cent.) in Central and 
West-End London. 


Daily sales of food and perishables, amounting to 
approximately 52 per cent. of the total value reported, 
were 3°9 per cent. smaller than in May 1937. The de- 
crease varied from 1°6 per cent. in the South of Eng- 
land to 5°6 per cent. in the North-West and 11:1 per 
cent. in Central and West-End London, where, how- 
ever, the sample differs in some respects from those 
available for other parts of the country. It seems 
probable that the value of food sold in the calendar 
month exceeded that in May 1987, the decline recorded 
being the result solely of dividing the total sales in each 
year by the number of selling days to arrive at the 
average amount sold daily. 


Sales of other merchandise, which are liable to wider 
fluctuations, showed a more pronounced decline, the 
figure for Great Britain as a whole falling by 8:3 per 
cent. The differences between the decreases in the 
seven districts were unimportant, the range being only 
from 7°3 per cent. in Scotland to 87 per cent. in the 
North-East and also in the South of England. Sales 
were lower this year than last in all categories of mer- 
chandise. In connection with the substantial decrease 
shown for boots and shoes (16:7 per cent.) it should be 
remembered that an increase of, roughly, the same 
magnitude occurred in May 1937. The fall of 14°5 per 
cent. in sports and travel goods was not offset by any 
similar increase a year ago and the figure for May, 
coupled with those for earlier months, does appear to 
indicate a real falling off in demand this year. The 
decline was less marked (2°83 per cent.) in piece-goods 
than in any of the other main categories, but such 
merchandise showed a fall in May 1937 when most 
other categories expanded. 


February-May.—Total sales for the first four months 
of the trading year were slightly above those for the 
same period of 1987, the rise amounting to 0°8 per cent.

for the country as a whole. One district, Central and 
West End London, showed a marked decrease (8°6 per 
cent.), and sales in the North-West were the same as a 
year earlier. In the other five districts the rise varied 
from 1°5 per cent. in the North-East to 3-1 per cent. in 
the South of England. The general improvement was 
due to advances in the sales of food and perishables, 
averaging 3°8 per cent. for Great Britain as a whole. 
Sales of other merchandise fell by 2-9 per cent., the only 
category in which the 1938 figures exceeded those for 
1937 being women’s wear, which includes a substantial 
proportion of the total sales analysed and for which a 
rise of 0°8 per cent. was recorded. Decreases in the 
other main categories ranged from 3°4 per cent. for 
men’s and boys’ wear to 5°5 per cent. for piece-goods 
and 9°5 per cent. for sports and travel goods. 


INDEX NUMBERS 
AVERAGE Dairy SALES IN 1933 = 100 


The index number of total sales fell by 6 points from 
152 in April to 126 in May. The corresponding move- 
ment in 1937 was a rise of 15 points and in 1936 a rise 
of 1 point only, these differences being largely due to 
the incidence of public holidays. The four district 
indexes in May 1938 ranged from 107 in Central and 
West End London to 136 in Suburban London. The 
index for Central and West End London was slightly 
above the April figure, but the other three were all 
lower in May than a month earlier. 


Sales of food and perishables fell from 141 in April 
to 183 in May, the only rise being from 93 to 104 in 
Central and West End London. 


The index for other merchandise declined by four 
points to 119 in May. There was a rise of seven points 
in Scotland, and the position in Central and West End 
London remained unchanged from April. 


STOCKS 


The value of stocks (at cost) was 1°3 per cent. higher 
at the end of May 1938 than a year earlier, the increase 
being the same as at the end of April. The expansion 
was shared by all districts except Central and West End 
London, where there was a fall of 0°8 per cent. The 
increases in the other districts ranged from 0°3 per cent. 
in the Suburbs to 3:1 per cent. in the North-West. 
Stocks of food and perishables were 1°8 per cent. lower 
this year than last, while those of other merchandise 
advanced by 1:5 per cent. There was considerable 
variety in the movements recorded for the separate 
categories, the range extending from a decline of 10:1 
per cent. for miscellaneous and unallocated goods to 1 
rise of 7°7 per cent. for boots and shoes. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed in 
the retail establishments furnishing this information 
(among which certain co-operative societies are now 
included) was 1°8 per cent. greater at the end of May 
1938 than at the corresponding date in 1937. This 
increase was the smallest recorded for any month since 
November 1986. There was a decline of 1:9 per cent. in 
the Central and West End London area and increases 
in the other six districts varying from 0-2 per cent. 
(North-West) to 4:2 per cent. (Midlands and ,South 
Wales). The expansion in selling staff amounted to 
1:2 per cent. District figures ranged from a fall of 38 
per cent. in Central and West End London to a rise of 
4-1 per cent. in Scotland and also in the Midlands. The 
slackening in the rate of increase shown by the figures 
for juvenile employment, which was noted in recent 
months, was evident again in May, when the numbers 
for the country as a whole exceeded those at the end 
of May 1937 by only 0:4 per cent.; there was a decline 
in each of the two London areas.

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COUNCIL FOR ART AND INDUSTRY 


FOURTH GENERAL REPORT ON THE WORK OF THE COUNCIL 


To the Rt. Hon. Ontver F, G. Sranztey, M.C., M.P., 
President of the Board of Trade. 


We have the honour to furnish for your information 
the following Report regarding the work on which we 
have been engaged since our last General Report of 
8 April 1937 :— 


1. CHANGES IN MEMBERSHIP 


On completion of the terms for which they were 
appointed the following members have retired :— 


Sir Thomas Barlow, K.B.E., 
Mr. F. V. Burridge, O.B.E., 
Sir William Crawford, K.B.E., 
Mr. W. L. Stephenson. 


Each of these showed himself always ready to place his 
knowledge and experience at the disposal of the Coun- 
cil. We are most grateful for the great help which 
they have afforded us and, while we are sorry that we 
are losing their services on the Council, we know that 
we can always continue to obtain assistance from them 
when we need it. 


In their place the following new members have 
been appointed :— 


Mr. P. H. Jowett, 

Mr. Gordon Selfridge, Junior, 
Mr. R. C. Sykes, 

Mr. W. Turnbull. 


The Council sustained a further loss in the retire- 
ment of Councillor Catlow owing to pressure of other 
business. 


There have also been changes in the representation 
of the Government Departments on the Council. Mr. 
E. R. Eddison, C.B., C.M.G., on his retirement from 
the Civil Service has ceased to be a member of the 
Council, and we should like to take this opportunity of 
putting on record our appreciation of the expert assis- 
tance which he has invariably been willing to put at 
our disposal. The Department of Overseas Trade is 
now represented by Mr. J. H. Jones, O.B.E. We 
regret, too, to record the death of Mr. F. M. Morris, 
the representative of the Treasury. His place has been 
taken by Mr. E. Twentyman. Mr. H. B. Wallis is 
now the representative of the Board of Education in 
succession to Mr. R. S. Wood, who was called away 
for other work after a period during which he was a 
most active and efficient member of the Council. 


We have also lost during the present year the ser- 
vices of our Secretary, Mr. G. L. Watkinson, M.C., 
who is replaced by Mr. R. C. Bryant. We are very 
much indebted to Mr. Watkinson for his untiring zeal 
and great efficiency in the service of the Council dur- 
ing the period of his Secretaryship. We wish to put 
on record here our appreciation of his work for us and 
our recognition of the ability which he brought to the 
discharge of that work. 


2. GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS 


In the fourth year of our existence we have tended 
to deal with more specific projects, and we have sought 
by concrete examples to illustrate the purport of the 
general recommendations of our reports. It is this 
intention which has been the underlying reason for 
our exhibition of working-class furniture in Bond 
Street last summer, for our willingness to undertake 
the responsibility for the British Pavilion at the Paris 
Exhibition and for the fact that with your approval 
and with the Government’s assistance we are spon- 





soring a small exhibit by our Scottish Committee in 
the Palace of Industry at the Glasgow Exhibition. 
From the same underlying reason springs a proposal 
for an industrial art centre which is now before you. 
It is significant of the stage which we have reached in 
our deliberations that during the past year, although 
we have prepared a certain number of memoranda, we 
have in fact issued only one report, that on the work- 
ing-class home. It will be appreciated that, in this 
case too, our report is much more closely related to a 
specific problem than had been our earlier reports. 


3. PrincipaL Activities Durina 1937-38 


(a) British Pavilion at Paris—We dealt in Para- 
graph 11 of the Report which we presented to you 
last year with the British Pavilion in the International 
Exhibition at Paris last summer. The preparations to 
which we then alluded were completed in time for the 
opening of the Pavilion by the Lord Mayor of London, 
Sir George Broadbridge, on Saturday, 19 June. We 
were represented by our Vice-Chairman, Sir Steven 
Bilsland. The Exhibition was visited by 31 million 
persons, and of these it is calculated that at least 
5 million found their way to the British Pavilion: it 
is estimated that about 100,000 visitors came either 
from the United Kingdom or from other parts of the 
Empire. 


We have recently presented to you a memorandum 
in which we have sought to set out the lessons which 
Paris taught us. 


(b) Furnishing of the Working-class Home.—In 
March 1937 we submitted to you a Report entitled 
‘* The Working Class Home; Its Furnishing and Equip- 
ment,’’ which was subsequently published.* The 
Report “(of which 3,000 copies have been sold) dealt 
with the economic conditions governing the design and 
production of furniture and household equipment for 
those whose means are limited. In conducting our 
investigation into this problem, as we indicated in our 
last Annual Report, we recognised the necessity of ob- 
serving strict limits of price and, after detailed con- 
sideration, decided to base our minimum standard on a 
total outlay of £50, this sum to cover the whole of the 
furniture and equipment necessary to set up a home 
for a family of a father and mother and two young 
children. At the same time the Report considered the 
ways in which it was possible to improve the home 
by including additional furniture, or furniture of a 
better standard, up to a total outlay of £100. 


Following the publication of the Report, an exhibi- 
tion was staged at the Building Centre in New Bond 
Street to illustrate the existing possibilities of furnish- 
ing a working-class dwelling on the lines laid down in 
the Report. At this exhibition there were nine rooms 
equipped at varying levels of expenditure, while one 
room was devoted to kitchen equipment and other space 
was utilised to show alternative articles of furniture and 
equipment. The exhibition was opened on 2 June by 
the Minister of Health, Rt. Hon, Sir Kingsley Wood, 
and remained open until 28 June. During this period 
there were 6,700 visitors, of whom a substantial pro- 
portion had some special public interest in the problems 
of the working-class home. 


Both the Report and the exhibition received con- 
siderable publicity in the press, in trade and art 
journals and on the wireless, the general opinion being 
very favourable. We are convinced that the Report and 
exhibition have had good results in focusing attention

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on a matter of outstanding social and industrial im- 
portance, and there are clear indications that, as a 
result, further research and thought are being applied 
to the question by industry, by local authorities and by 
others interested in the housing of the working classes. 
We are continuing to give the subject our close 
attention. 


We desire to take this opportunity cf acknowledging 
the assistance given to our enquiry by the various trade 
associations, whose attitude was most helpful through- 
out, and of expressing our appreciation of the generous 
assistance provided by the Director of the Building 
Centre in the staging of the exhibition. 


(c) Industrial Art Centre.—We have been impressed 
by the absence in London of any comprehensive exhibi- 
tion of modern industrial production. The Victoria and 
Albert Museum was originally founded with this pur- 
pose in view, but it has tended to become the repository 
of the art of the past. The deficiency which has alarmed 
us has been noticed by other bodies, and was remarked 
upon particularly by the Gorell Committee, from one 
of whose recommendations we ourselves sprang. We 
have, therefore, carried out a thorough investigation 
into this matter, and we have now completed the hear- 
ing of evidence in regard to the creation of a centre in 
London where modern industrial production, British 
and foreign, can be displayed. We have prepared a 
memorandum which is already in your hands, in which 
we have suggested that funds should be found from 
private and public sources to institute a centre of this 
kind in London. This memorandum suggests that the 
centre should be a relatively small one in which there 
shall be temporary exhibitions of modern industrial 
production and which should serve as the point from 
which circulating collections may originate. We have 
made it clear, too, that we anticipate that this centre 
will be used by students, designers and manufacturers, 
and we have proposed that proper facilities should be 
available to them. We have already given some atten- 
tion to the administrative side of the proposal, and we 
think, as we have indicated in our memorandum, that 
such a centre must be housed in a specially constructed, 
though not necessarily expensive, building. We are of 
opinion also that the centre should be in close relation 
to, although separated from, the Victoria and Albert 
Museum, 


(d) National Register of Industrial Art Designers.— 
The National Register of Industrial Art Designers began 
its work in April 1937. In order to deal with applica- 
tions for registration a Board of Honorary Advisers was 
set up consisting of a hundred members, representing 
twelve industries. Provision was made, with our con- 
sent, for the admission of eminent designers to regis- 
tration by invitation of the governing body, and in 
their case the formality of the submission of work for 
adjudication was dispensed with. The number was 
limited to fifty, and forty-one designers have been 
registered under this provision. Altogether 242 de- 
signers have now been placed on the Register, and 
about 60 additional applications are under consideration. 


The Register has obtained the official support of ten 
trade organisations, and advisory committees have been 
set up for the following industries :— 


Boots and shoes. 
Silverware. 
Electric fittings. 
Textiles, 
Plastics. 


Leather goods, 
Furniture. 
Medallic Art. 
Glassware. 
Pottery. 


and nineteen meetings have been held during the year. 
Eight meetings of the governing body have also been 
held. Close co-operation has been maintained with the 
Scottish Committee of the Council for Art and Industry, 
and meetings have been held in Glasgow and Edin- 
burgh. Fifteen designers have been registered repre- 
senting six Scottish industries. The employment sec- 
tion of the Register commenced its activities in the 
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autumn, and twenty recommendations have been made. 
The Register has secured the fullest support and is 

working in close co-operation with the following 
bodies :— 

The Design and Industries Association. 

The Royal Society of Arts. 

The Society of Industrial Artists. 

The Imperial Arts League. 

The Federation of British Industries. 


The Register has set a high standard for admission, 
and in consequence the governing body has definitely 
rejected a number of applications and has discouraged 
applications from designers whose work does not reach 
the necessary standard. In its investigations into the 
position of design in certain industries, the Register has 
been invited to co-operate with trade committees in 
considering plans for the training of designers, 


4. MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES 


The Council or its sub-committees have completed 
their work in the following cases :— 

(i) The Royal Society of Arts have been advised on the 
creation of a new title by the Society of Designer 
for Industry of the Royal Society of Arts 
(R.D.1.). 


(ii) A sub-committee has made recommendations to the 


G.P.O. on the design of new postage stamps of 
higher denomination. 


The following matters are still before the Council or 
its sub-committees : — 

(i) the making of a collection of tiles with a view to a 
subsequent exhibition in conjunction with the 
Victoria and Albert Museum; 

(ii) an enquiry into the training of designers for the 
dress and ancillary trades; 

(iii) scholarships at the Royal College of Art for per- 
sons already actively engaged in industry ; 

(iv) the possibility of staging small exhibitions of in- 
dustrial art in foreign countries;

an enquiry into the general position in the field of 
presentation and display. 


5. ScorrisH COMMITTEE 


Although the Empire Exhibition (Scotland) 1988 has 
occupied much of the time of the Scottish Committee, 
the various activities outlined in the Report for last 
year are being actively pursued and additional Sub- 
Committees are exploring fresh ground. The Scottish 
Committee, like the Council itself, has also given a 
still more practical direction to its work, and the fol- 
lowing have been the main activities of the Committee 
in respect of the period in question. 


(a) The Empire Exhibition, Scotland, 1938 

(1) A Scottish Country House.—The Scottish Com- 
mittee have erected a small country house, designed 
by Mr. Basil Spence, A.R.I.B.A., with many tradi- 
tional Scottish characteristics. It stands on an 
excellent site in the exhibition grounds, and a well- 
laid-out garden will add to the effectiveness of the 
exhibit. The house is fully furnished and equipped. 
Manufacturers from all over Scotland have lent mate- 
rial and goods, many of the latter being made to 
special designs for the Committee. 


(2) Two Working-class Flats.—Standing in a section 
of the garden and forming a part of the exhibit are 
two working-class flats designed by Mr. R. Mervyn 
Noad, A.R.I.B.A. As it was naturally impossible to 
erect a complete block of these flats they represent 
the ground floor section of such a block. In order that 
this exhibit might be a definite contribution to

Scottish housing, plans of a complete Housing Scheme 
have been drawn up and, together with photo-murals 
of well-designed flats already in existence, are on 
exhibition in the entrance hall. 


As with the house, the flats are completely furnished. 
Although no attempt has been made to furnish these 
flats for a fixed sum, special attention has been paid to 
prices and nothing is included which would be out of 
the reach of an average working-class family. <A 
special feature has been made of built-in flower boxes 
which will add colour to the flats. 


(3) An Exhibit of Scottish Industrial Art.—A special 
exhibit of Scottish Industrial Art is being displayed in 
the Palace of Industry (North). Mr. Duncan Miller 
was responsible for the layout of the stand, which 
occupies a space of 1,200 square feet. This exhibit 
shows well-designed products from eight Scottish 
Industries. There are exhibits of tartans, woollens, 
light metal castings, wrought iron, jute and linen, 
printing, furniture, domestic crafts, and_ scientific 
instruments. 


(b) School Craft Exhibitions.—Following experience 
gained in the series of School Craft Exhibitions held 
in 1936-37, the Sub-Committee on School Crafts has 
decided upon a series of One-Craft Exhibitions to be 
circulated throughout Scotland. The Inspectors in 
Art are engaged in selecting suitable material and it 
is hoped to send out the first exhibition in the autumn. 
These collections will be sent to Directors of Educa- 
tion, who will be asked to ensure that all schools in 
their area have an opportunity of seeing them.

(ce) Other Activities.—The other activities of the 
Scottish Committee are :— 
(i) An enquiry into materials used in school craft- 
work ; 
(ii) plans for exhibitions of printing, working-class 
furniture and lace; 
(iii) consideration of schemes of training in certain 
industries ; 
(iv) design of the Scottish National Mark ; 
(v) design of a school at Kilsyth; 
(vi) furnishing of certain rooms in the new Scottish 
Government offices ; 
(vii) the organisation of lectures on furnishing in 
Edinburgh and Glasgow. 


(6) ConcLUSION 


We have completed four years of work on the prob- 
lems connected with art and industry and we hope that 
the extent of our influence has not been confined to 
the reports which we have issued and to the exhibitions 
which we have staged, but that the witnesses and other 
persons with whom we have come into contact have 
themselves begun to think more seriously about the 
problems dealt with. We intend during the coming 
year to continue the more practical side of our labours 
and to enquire into questions of design so far as they 
affect distribution, whether through the wholesale or 
the retail trade.

NEW FORM OF SHIPPING BILL FOR 
EXPORTATION OF BEER OR TINCTURES 


AS MERCHANDISE ON DRAWBACK 


The Commissioners of Customs and Excise have 
approved the introduction of a new form of Shipping 
Bill, Customs Form No. 64A (Sale), for use in connec- 
tion with the exportation of beer or tinctures as mer- 
chandise on drawback.

REPORT ON THE SCOTLAND DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of 
Mr. T. Ashley’s Report for the year 1937 on the inspection 
of mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in the Scotland 
Division. 

Mr. Ashley’s Report contains much useful information 
and statistical matter on safety subjects, and an extensive 
review of accidents analysed under their various causes. 
Many of these accidents are described in detail with re- 
marks on the defective practice or other factor to which 
they were attributed. 

Specialattention is paid to accidents from falls of ground. 
Practical suggestions are put forward regarding the erection 
of safety girders, of ‘‘ horse heads,’’ between the permanent 
supports on the roadways and the face of the brushing, 
and a new method of supporting the face of the brushing, 
which has been adopted at one colliery in the Division, is 
described. Mention is also made of a pneumatic stowing 
plant which is in use in a thick seam in Fife. 

Another matter dealt with by Mr, Ashley (to which in- 
creasing attention is generally being devoted following 
the explosion at Holditch Colliery, North Staffs.) is the 
risk of ignition of firedamp by sparking or heating from 
coal-cutter picks. Such occurrences are relatively more 
frequent in Scottish collieries than elsewhere, and during 
the year 14 cases were reported. Mr. Ashley is also con- 
cerned at the increasing extent to which electric motors 
are used for auxiliary ventilation, and he feels that this 
tendency is a grave and costly reflection on the efficiency of 
the ventilation of the mines concerned. 

Among other subjects discussed are the fencing of creeper 
gangways, the care of underground haulage ropes, the use 
of sand/clay stemming and the incidence of overtime.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS, 
FEBRUARY—MARCH 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of March and 
the four weeks ended 19 March 1938 show that the total 
number of passenger journeys (excluding season ticket 
holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in Great 
Britain in the month of March 1938 was 100,569,199, a de- 
crease compared with March 1937 of 7,400,677, or 6-9 per 
cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares 
decreased by 5,602,411, and those at standard or ordinary 
fares by 1,798,266. The receipts from passengers (excluding 
season ticket holders) showed a decrease of £724,087, or 
16-8 per cent. These comparisons are affected by the in- 
clusion in the figures for March 1937 of Easter traffic; in 
1938 Easter fell in April. If the railways undertakings of 
the London Passenger Transport Board be omitted, the 
figures show a decrease in journeys of 7,100,245, or 9-8 per 
cent., and a decrease in receipts of £714,386, or 18:7 per 
cent. For all railways the receipts from passenger train 
traffic (including season tickets and parcels and miscel- 
laneous traffic, but excluding mails and parcels post) were 
£667,553 less than in March 1937. For the four weeks ended 
19 March 1938 the coaching train miles showed an increase

of 419,286 compared with the four weeks ended 20 March 
1937. 
Goops TRAFFIC 

The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended 19 March 1938 was 
23,572,270, a decrease compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1937 of 558,378 tons, or 2°3 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £7,661,973, an increase 
of £59,604, or 0-8 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 40,707 more than in the corresponding period of 1937, 
an increase of 0:4 per cent. The average train load de- 
creased from 133% to 1323 tons and the net ton miles per 
engine hour increased from 4643 to 4804.

FOREIGN VISITORS IN MAY

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


TRADE AND CROP CONDITIONS 


General trade conditions remain quiet. The sugar crop in 
Barbados is now estimated at 112,000 tons, and most of the 
estates have finished reaping. The young crop is looking 
well, but rain is wanted in most districts. 

In Jamaica some 100,000 tons of sugar were manufactured 
up to 20 May, and quite a few estates have finished grind- 
ing. Rum bookings to the same date for the 1938 crop 
amount to 12,075 puncheons. Banana shipments for the 
year to 17 May amounted to 7,248,075 stems, which shows a 
decrease of some 1,700,000 stems over the corresponding 
period of last year. Both the ginger and honey markets 
remain dull. 

The recent unusually heavy rains in Trinidad have been 
unfavourable to cocoa picking. Owing to adverse weather 
conditions the new lime crop is expected to be only 60 per 
cent. of that of last year. Oil production is steadily in- 
creasing. Exports of mineral oil for the first three months 
of this year at 135,463,216 gallons show an increase of some 
28} million gallons over the corresponding period of 1937. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands 17,871 
tons of sugar had been made in Antigua up to 14 May. The 
cotton crop, amounting to 174,668 lbs. of lint, is over, and 
practically all has been shipped. The St. Kitts sugar factory 
expects to finish the crop shortly, having made about 27,000 
tons of sugar. The young crop is suffering from the drought. 
The nutmeg crop is practically over, while the St. Lucia 
sugar factories are nearing completion of the crop. Exports 
of arrowroot from St. Vincent for the year to the end of 
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April at 12,238 barrels show an increase of 3,727 barrels over 
the same period of last year. 

Adverse weather conditions continue in British Guiana; 
the sugar factories are grinding under difficulties. Very 
little rice milling has been possible, and planting for the 
autumn crop has been hampered. Bauxite exports for the 
year to the end of April at 85,854 tons show an increase of 
some 12,000 tons over the same period of last year. Timber 
continues in demand; 128,844 cubic feet were exported 
during the first four months of this year, compared with 
86,000 cubic feet in the same period of last year. 


CANADA 
DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN APRIL

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade condi- 
tions in the Union of South Africa :— 

Retail turnovers are slightly higher as a result of the 
sale of winter goods, but business in the Union generally 
remains quiet owing to the approach of the stocktaking 
period. An improvement is expected in many sections after 
the turn of the half-year. Building activity at Durban 
is maintained and conditions at the other larger centres are 
unchanged. The value of the plans passed at the principal 
centres of the Union during the twelve months ended 
February 1938 was £21,861,000, compared with £22,429,000 
for the corresponding period ended February 1937. No 
change has occurred in farming conditions and outlook. 
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Trade and industry—Continued 
Gotp Output: Rattway Earnines 

The Transvaal gold output for May (26 working days) was 
1,019,251 fine ozs., with a value, including the premium, 
on the basis of £6 19s. 6d. a fine oz, of £7,109,276, com- 
pared with 970,250 fine ozs. with a value on the basis of 
£7 Os. 6d. a fine oz. of £6,816,006 in May 1937 (25 working 
days). ‘The average daily output fell 116 fine ozs, to 39,202 
fine ozs. ‘The number of natives employed increased by 
1,504 to the record figure of 317,863. The monthly output 
and value also constitute a record, and the production 
figures are 6,735 fine ozs. above the previous record of 
1,012,516 fine ozs. established in March 1938. 

Railway earnings from May 8 to June 4 were £2,358,231 
compared with £2,412,618 for the corresponding period last 
year. 

Wueat, Woot, Mounarr, etc. 

The third preliminary estimate of the Union maize crop, 
based on conditions towards the end of May, is 17,810,000 
bags. During the early part of June the market was dull 
owing to uncertainty regarding the Government’s policy in 
respect of the new crop, but it is hoped that an increase in 
activity will follow the announcement made on 17 June that 
the Minister of Agriculture approved the Mealie Industry 
Control Board’s scheme, which imposes a levy of a shilling a 
bag on all mealies and mealie products acquired from pro- 
ducers. 

The wheat market at Cape Town is firm. A scheme to 
control the marketing of wheat and wheaten products has 
received the provisional approval of the Government. 

The Union’s wool-selling season is virtually over and 
business is confined to oddments. The mohair season is ended 
and the results are considered satisfactory, stocks in hand 
being negligible. 

Oversea orders for hides are small and the market is 
quiet notwithstanding a slight improvement in business with 
local tanners. Sheepskins have declined 5 to 74 per cent., 
and the quotations for goatskins, Angoras and capeskins 
are weaker. 

The wattle-bark market is quiet but steady as fairly good 
sales are being made, principally to Germany. The position 
of extract is unchanged. 

Ostrich feathers are steady. 

The latest citrus crop reports indicate that the yield will 
exceed earlier expectations. 

Wholesale and retail business in soft goods is quiet. 

Quietness still prevails in the secondary industries.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—MAY 

Imports during May, amounting to 3,878 million frances, 
showed a comparatively small increase of one million frs.

REPUBLIC OF HONDURAS 
ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


Since the year 1929 when the total volume of trade 
reached the abnormally high figure of 42 million U.S. 
dollars, with exports at 26 million U.S. dols. and imports 
at 16 million U.S. dols., the trend of trade has been 
steadily downwards and the excess of exports over imports 
has been progressively reduced until the current year when 
for the first time since 1926 an adverse visible balance of 
trade was shown, writes H.M. Consul at Tegucigalpa in 
his Report* on Economic and Commercial Conditions in 
the Republic of Honduras. 


The recession of trade from the peak years of 1926 to 
1930 is reflected in the figures for the last three years 
which are given below :—

ten years and the fall in exports has been proportionately 
greater than the fall in imports, with the result that the 
favourable balance of trade which for so long has been a 
feature of Honduranean trade has now been extinguished. 


The trade of the country is almost entirely dependent on 
one product, bananas, which over a period of years 
accounted for about 80 per cent. of the total value of the 
country’s exports. It follows that the whole economic 
structure of the country is bound up with the prosperity 
or otherwise of this industry. While other factors have 
contributed to the unfavourable economic conditions pre- 
vailing the principal cause has undoubtedly been the cur- 
tailment of banana production, decreased valuations and 
the reduction of the quantities of bananas exported owing 
to world conditions. 

‘he picture painted above is a gloomy one and there are 
no signs of an amelioration of the present depressed con- 
ditions in the near future. Although the field for the sale 
of imported manufactured articles is a diminished one it 
should be borne in mind that the country is fundamentally 
agricultural in character with a thin and widely scattered 
population living for the most part under primitive condi- 
tions. Their requirements are few and no real privation 
among the majority of the people is likely to occur where 
the local production of staple foodstuffs can satisfy the re- 
quirements of the primitive standard of living.

Slight but progressive decreases in the volume of goods 
which entered the country are registered for each successive 
year. With regard to the values decreases for the first 
two years are shown but in the year 1936-37 the value of the 
imports shows a relatively large increase of some 16 per 
cent. in comparison with the previous year. This is partly 
accounted for by the general rise in world prices and partly 
it is believed by the heavy expenditure incurred during 
this period by the fruit companies for highly priced 
chemicals and other materials used in the fight which is 
being waged against banana disease.

Owing to its predominant economic interests in the Re- 
public and the advantages which it possesses through its 
geographical position and proximity the United States have 
for many years been the principal supplier of the Hon- 
duranean market and furnish approximately two-thirds 
of the total imports of the country.

Export TRADE 


The chief exports and the only ones which attain any 
magnitude are bananas, produced principally on the 
foreign-owned plantations, and silver and gold. In addition 
comparatively small quantities of tobacco, coffee, coconuts, 
hides, citrus fruits and sarsaparilla are shipped abroad.

From 1923 until 1930 exports showed a marked advance 
each year, but from that date successive years showed de- 
creasing annual totals until 1936-37 when, for the first time 
in Seven years, a slight increase was recorded. 


During the four years which preceded 1936-37 a regular 
annual decrease of approximately 1,500,000 U.S. dols. was 
recorded. The fiscal year 1935-36 was hardly an exception, 
although the decreased exports were reduced in value 
slightly below the average annual figure. This yearly reduc- 
tion is attributable to the lessened banana production which 
has occurred since 1931. 


The banana industry is controlled by United States in- 
terests and their products are largely marketed in that 
country. Consequently with reduced production exports to. 
the United States have suffered accordingly. Other countries 
are also buyers of Honduranean bananas and thus the effect 
of a diminished supply is indicated by the following figures 
of exports and percentages to the several leading purchasers 
for the fiscal year 1935-36 as compared with the previous 
one :—

UNITED STATES—VENEZUELA 
PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


H.M. Consul at Caracas has forwarded a copy of a pro- 
visional commercial agreement between Venezuela and the 
United States, signed on 12 May 1938 and effective from 
that date, which provides for reciprocal unconditional most- 
favoured-nation treatment in all that concerns Customs 
duties and all accessory imposts, the manner of applying 
duties, as well as the rules and formalities to which Customs 
operations can be submitted. 

Exceptions to the provisions of this Agreement include 
advantages accorded to other countries which result from 
Customs Unions or to facilitate frontier traffic, as well as 
advantages granted by the United States, its territories or 
possessions or the Panama Canal Zone to one another or to 
the Republic of Cuba, and articles transhipped through 
Puerto Rico or the Virgin Islands and imported into 
Venezuela. 

The Agreement will remain in force for one year or until 
superseded by a more comprehensive commercial agreement, 
or until denounced by either country at thirty days’ notice.

WHEAT ACT, 1932 


Quota PAYMENTS IN RESPECT OF IMPORTED FLOUR AND 

PRE-ENTRY OF FLour ExporteD oR SHIPPED AS STORES 

1. General.—Under the Wheat (Quota Payments) Orders, 
made from time to time by the Minister of Agriculture and 
Fisheries under the Wheat Act, 1932, a quota payment must 
be made to the Wheat Commission in respect of all imported 
flour as defined in the Act entered for home consumption or 
home use. This applies to flour imported from the Channel 
Islands, Isle of Man, or any part of the British Empire and 
to flour being returned to the United Kingdom after pre- 
vious exportation. The address of the Wheat Commission is 
10, Smith Square, London, S.W.1. Information as to the 
current rate of quota payment may be obtained from the 
Wheat Commission or from any Collector of Customs and 
Excise. 

2. Definition of Flour.—Section 20 (1) of the Act defines 
‘‘ flour ’’ as the products produced by the milling of wheat, 
and includes all such products except substances separated 
in the milling as wheat offals, and (subject to the provisions 
of sub-section (2) of this section) where such products as 
aforesaid are mixed with other substances, whether or not 
produced by the milling of wheat and whether milled with 
the wheat or subsequently added, the mixture shall be 
deemed to be flour. 

‘‘ Wheat offals’? means the residual products which, i 
the process of milling wheat, are extracted therefrom as 
germ or for animal or poultry food. 


S 


Subsection (2) of the Section referred to above is as 
follows :— 
(2) Notwithstanding anything in the definition of flour 
contained in the last foregoing subsection— 

(a) where any flour consists of a mixture containing 
substances not produced by the milling of wheat, bye- 
laws of the Wheat Commission made in that behalf 
may direct that, as respects that mixture, those sub- 
stances shall be deemed not to form part of the flour; 

(b) if in any parcel containing substances produced 
by the milling of wheat the weight of those substances, 
other than wheat offals, does not exceed seven and a 
half per cent. of the weight of the parcel, the parcel 
shall be deemed not to contain flour. 


No. 19 of the Byelaws of the Wheat Commission as amended 
ly the Wheat (Flour Mixtures) No. 1 Byelaw, 1938, directs 
that as respects any flour consisting of a mixture to which 
this byelaw applies, the substances contained therein which 
are not produced by the milling of wheat shall be deemed 
not to form part of the flour.

To whom Quota Payment to be made.—The quota pay- 
ment is to be made to the Wheat Commission and not to an 
Officer of Customs and Excise. 


Prescribed form of Receipt, and production and sur- 
render to the proper Officer of Customs and Excise.—The 
forms of receipt for Quota payments are prescribed in the 
Bye-laws of the Wheat Commission and the Schedules 
thereto, to which reference should be made. It will be 
necessary for the importer or his agent to insert in the space 
provided on the forms of receipt particulars of the net 
weight of the flour, the total number of packages, the dis- 
tinguishing marks, etc. After signature by the importer 
or his agent, the documents must be produced and sur- 
rendered to the proper officer of Customs and Excise at the 
place of importation at the time when the usual import 
entry for the flour for home use is presented. (As regards 
delivery of flour from bonded warehouse see paragraph 6 
below.) 


5. Persons by whom entries of declarations on forms of 
receipt may be signed.—The statement in the entry or de- 
claration on the form of receipt must be signed by the 
actual importer, if an individual, or a clerk in his employ- 
ment duly authorised in writing. In the case of a private 
company or firm, the statement may be made by one of the 
partners or a clerk in their employment duly authorised in 
writing. When the goods are imported by a limited com- 
pany the statement may be signed by the managing 
director or secretary, without authorisation under the seal 
of the company, or by any other officer of the company 
duly authorised under the seal of the company. 

Signatures to statements will also be accepted from a 
firm carrying on business as shipping or forwarding agents 
to whom the importer has given the necessary authority 
in writing to act as agent for Customs purposes. This 
written authority will be taken to apply also to the agent’s 
clerks or servants. 

Where the statement is signed by a clerk in the employ- 
ment of an importer or of an authorised firm and not by 
a person himself expressly authorised, the statement must 
bear the signatory’s full signature, viz.: ‘‘A.B. clerk, to 
X and Co.,’’ and not merely ‘‘X and Co.” or ‘*X and 
Co., p.p. A.B.’’ The letters of authority referred to in this 
paragraph may be limited to a specific importation or be 
a general authority from an importer, firm or company for 
an employee or agent to act. 

Any letter of authority presented will be retained by the 
— and Excise Department. 


Warehousing of Flour and Delivery from Warehouse. 
Fan may at the time of importation be deposited ina 
bonded warehouse approved for the purpose, and in such 
cases the quota payment receipt must be surrendered to 
the proper officer of Customs and Excise when the flour is 
temoved from the warehouse for home consumption. 


7. Pre-entry of flour, whether home-milled or imported, 
intended for exportation as merchandise or shipment as

stores.—Section 6 of the Act requires that all such flour 
shall be pre-entered by the exporter or shipper before ex- 
portation or shipment, and failure to make such pre- 
entry renders the exporter or shipper liable to a penalty 
of £100 and the flour liable to forfeiture. 

Flour on which drawback is claimed under the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 11) Order, 1935, must be pre- 
entered in triplicate on Form No, 135 (Sale); see para- 
graph 7 of Notice No. 356. 

In other cases pre-entry should be made on Shipping 
Bill No. 64 (Sale) or Shipping Bill No. 36 (Sale), in either 
case in duplicate, according to whether the flour is shipped 
as merchandise or as ships’ stores except when flour is 
shipped as stores on H.M. Ships in which case Shipping 
Bill No. 101/102 (Sale) in duplicate should be used. 

The flour must be produced before shipment to the 
proper Officer of Customs and Excise for examination 
and, except in the case of flour shipped from a bonded 
warehouse, he will issue a certificate of shipment to the 
exporter or shipper on the appropriate copy of the ship- 
ping bill for the quantity of flour actually shipped.

The United Kingdom Trade Commission at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the ‘‘ Control of 
Imports (Quota No. 31, Seventh Period) Order, 1938,’’ made 
by the Government of Eire on 21 June which appoints the 
period 1 August 1938 to 31 January 1939 as the ‘‘ Seventh 
Period ’’ under the Order relating to the quotas on certain 
electric filament lamps and fixes the quota for the period 
at 25,000 lamps. 

JAMAICA 
PACKAGE TAX 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 8 July 1937 (page 64), 
the Board of Trade have received a copy of the Package 
Tax Law, 1938, which provides for the continuance until 


31 March 1939, at the existing rates, of the tax on every 
package taken into Jamaica for use in the Island. 


IMPORT PROHIBITIONS: SISAL FIBRE, 
SECOND-HAND BOOTS, SHOES AND 


CLOTHING 

The ‘‘ Jamaica Gazette Extraordinary ’’ of 18 February 
1938 contains a copy of a Proclamation, dated 16 February, 
which prohibits the importation of sisal fibre into Jamaica. 

The “ Jamaica Gazette Extraordinary” of 1 April 1938 
contains a copy of a Proclamation, dated 1 April, which 
prohibits the importation into Jamaica of second-hand 
boots and shoes and second-hand clothing save and except 
those contained in passengers’ personal effects or personal 
clothing not forwarded for the purposes of sale or those 
accompanied by a certificate of adequate disinfection issued 
by the Health Authorities of the country of export and 
bearing their official stamp. : 


SARAWAK 
EXEMPTIONS FROM CUSTOMS DUTY 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has forwarded 
to the Board of Trade a copy of a Notification (No, 616), 
dated 1 June 1938, which provides for the exemption from 
duty of the following goods imported into Sarawak :-— 

‘* New marine main engines of not less than 60 brake 
horse-power, their component parts and accessories, in- 
cluding gears, tanks, piping, shafts, propellers, neces- 
sary for the propulsion of a vessel, provided that all 
parts are imported at the same time as a complete 
working unit, but not including spare parts and com-

proof is established that the whole unit would ordinarily 
qualify for entrance at the Preferential Tariff rate of 
duty.”

‘* power-driven marine craft, built, fitted or reconditioned 
outside the State, exceeding 50 tons (gross tonnage) shall 
be exempt from Customs duty on importation into 
Sarawak.”’

IMPORT AND EXPORT REGIME 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that, under 
the terms of a Decree-Law No. 2112 of 3 June, published 
in the ‘‘ Monitorul Oficial’? No. 127 of 6 June, all 
Roumanian factories using wool (cloth, knitting, hat, wad- 
ding factories, ete.) must procure their supplies of native 
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wools at certain fixed prices upon contracts drawn up 
according to the conditions laid down by a Special Com- 
mission. No wool will be delivered to exporters and mer- 
chants until the requirements of Roumanian factories have 
been satisfied. The same prices are valid for merchants 
and exporters. 

Raw wool, wool yarns and rags may be imported only on 
the basis of a permit from the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Domains, which will be issued only to manufacturers of 
cloth, etc., on condition that the latter can produce a certifi- 
cate from the authorities in charge of the control of wool 
sales stating that they (the manufacturers) have concluded 
contracts for the purchase of indigenous wool and have 
fulfilled the conditions of these contracts. The contracts 
for the purchase of Roumanian wools must be concluded by 
15 June of each year. The Ministry of Agriculture and 
Domains may issue certificates for the importation of wool 
and wool yarns up to a quantity of 500 kilogrammes with- 
out insisting upon the above contracts. 

No tenders will be considered for State supplies of cloth, 
knitted woollen materials, ete., except from factories which 
can prove, by means of a certificate from the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Domains, that they have procured indi- 
genous wool at the fixed minimum prices through the Agri- 
cultural Syndicates, or Co-operatives or the ‘‘ Cecopava,”’ 
at the rate of 3 kilogrammes of raw wool for every metre 
of cloth contracted for. 


SYRIA AND LEBANON

The Introduction to this annual review shows how rapidly 
conditions in the world market for wheat have changed in 
recent years. 

The world’s visible stocks of wheat totalled over 32 million 
tons at the end of the 1933-34 season. From this peak they 
had been so much diminished by August 1937 that the total 
of 144 million tons was the poet figure for over ten years. 
The world production of wheat (excluding Russia and China) 
in 1937-38 was larger than in any of the three preceding 
seasons. Consequently, stocks this August are expected to 
show an increase of some 2 million tons over last year, much 
of this increase occurring in the United States, where the 
wheat crop in 1937 was bigger than at any harvest since 1931. 

As to the future position, the review draws attention to the 
fact that in few parts of the world has there been any indica- 
tion that the area devoted to wheat for the 1938-39 crop will 
be substantially reduced as compared with the last sowings. 
Since last autumn the price of wheat has shown a downward 
trend, and recently the decline has been rapid, due very largely 
to the prospect of a bumper harvest in the United States this 
year. It is too early yet to judge what the final outturn will 
be, but it seems that the world crop, providing the harvests 
are normal, may be substantially larger than the demand, 
even if the European demand is stimulated by government pur- 
chases to build up reserves of wheat against possible emer- 
gency needs. 

‘‘ Grain Crops ’’ provides a convenient source of information 
on world cereal production and trade in the years 1930-37, 
and particularly on the part played by British Empire 
countries.

The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, ete., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices ; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having overseas agents to notify 
the respective overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their over- 
seas representation. 


EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any country 
of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees may 
be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or com- 
pany carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and the 
goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees. 


The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
